Honor: 


What  is  the  role, 
and  what  is  the  goal,  of  the 
Honor  Council? 

On  one  level,  the 
honor  council  is  a jury  chosen 
by  the  student  body  for  the 
purpose  of  hearing  cases  of 
violations  of  M.B.  A. ’s  Honor 
Code.  Violations  of  the  Honor 
Code  include  lying,  cheating, 
stealing,  and  deceiving.  The 
Honor  Council  is  no  detective 
agency  on  the  lookout  for 
cheaters.  We  rely  on  all  stu- 
dents and  teachers  to  report 
cases.  Remember  that  this  is 
our  Honor  System.  It  was 
founded  by  students,  and  stu- 
dents are  entrusted  with  its 
preservation.  After  a case  is 
reported,  the  Honor  Council 
has  the  often  difficult  duties 
of  distinguishing  innocence 
from  guilt  and  of  determining 
fair  punishment.  For  years, 
this  has  been  the  description 
of  the  chief  function  of  the 
Honor  Council.  The  tradi- 
tional role  of  the  Honor  Coun- 
cil has  been  accepted  as  being 
sufficient  by  many  people, 
including  me. 

This  view  of  the

honor  dies,  the  man  is  dead.” 


Honor  Council  is  correct  but. 
in  my  opinion,  shallow.  The 
broader  and  truer  role  of  the 
Honor  Council  is  to  encour- 
age honorable  behavior  as  a 
lifestyle. 

This  role 
can  be  ex- 
ecuted in 
several 
ways.  First 
the  Honor 
Council 
must  help 
those  who 
break  the 
Honor 
Code  to 
learn  from 
their  mis- 
takes. 

More  im- 
portantly, 
the  Honor 
Council 
must, 
through  ex- 
ample and 
through  public  statement,  im- 
press upon  everyone  the  value 
of  honor  and  integrity  in  one’s 
life,  to  demonstrate,  as 
Whittier  says,  that  “...when 


Honor,  according  to 
the  Americain  Heritage  Dic- 
tionary, is  “personal  integrity 
without  legal  or  other  obliga- 


tion.” In  other  words,  honor 
cannot  be  imposed  on  any- 
one; it  is  an  internal  code  of 
conduct.  For  this  reason,  the 
goal  of  the  Honor  Council  is 


not  to  punish  but  to  educate. 
Often,  punishment  is  a part  of 
education,  but  primarily,  the 
Honor  Council  wants  every- 
one to  develop  his  own  inter- 
nal honor 
code  and  to 
realize  the 
s i g n i f i - 
cance  of 
honor  in  his 
life. 

There  is 
great  value 
in  living  an 
honorable 
life.  All  re- 
lationships, 
business  or 
social  or 
marital,  are 
based  on 
trust  and  re- 
spect. lean 
neither  trust 
nor  respect 
a person 
who  has  a 
reputation  of  dishonesty.  Ask 
yourself  if  you  want  to  be  re- 
membered by  yourclassmates, 
with  whom  you  may  later  be 
involved  in  business  relation- 


ships, as  one  who  would  com- 
promise  his  character  for 
short-term  gain.  To  lie,  cheat, 
steal,  or  deceive  for  a tempo- 
rary gain  is  never  worth  the 
cost  of  a damaged  reputation. 
Likewise,  there  can  be  no 
peace  in  any  international  re- 
lationship, without  a founda- 
tion of  honesty.  Israel  and 
Palestine  have  made  steps  to- 
ward peace  only  because  they 
were  able  to  look  beyond  their 
history  of  enmity  and  di.strust 
and  to  construct  a unifying 
bond  of  recognition,  and  ulti- 
mately, of  trust.  Perhaps  it  is 
idealistic  to  believe  that  com- 
plete world  peace  can  be 
achieved  in  our  world,  but  that 
should  prevent  no  person  from 
maintaining  integrity,  because 
more  that  anything,  honor  and 
integrity  bring  with  them  self- 
respect  and  a clear  conscience, 
the  two  greatest  rewards  of  a 
honorable  lifestyle.  Being  able 
to  lie  in  bed  at  night  with  a 
clear  conscience  is  truly  in- 
valuable. Peace  with  others 
and  peace  with  oneself  are  the 
direct  re-

Last  month,  Yasser 
Arafat  and  Yitzhak  Rabin 
signed  a treaty  that  will  bring 
about  the  creation  of  a self- 
ruled  Palestinian  state  and  the 
recognition  of  Israel  as  a na- 
tion state  by  the  Palestine  Lib- 
eration Organization,  the 
P.L.O. 

Since  Biblical  times, 
the  area  now  known  as  Jerusa- 
lem, Syria.  Lebanon,  and  Jor- 
dan, has  been  a religious  bea- 
con to  many  cultures  and 
peoples.  As  a result  of  its  great 
significance,  it  has  instigated 
wars  as  fervent  as  its  religions. 
In  the  late  nineteenth  and  ear- 
lier twentieth  centuries,  groups 
of  Jews  were  leaving  Europe 
and  migrating  to  the  Ottoman 
Empire,  due  to  growing  Euro- 
pean anti-Semitism.  With  the 
advent  of  the  First  and  Second 
World  Wars,  the  survivors  of 


the  Nazi  Holocaust  fled  to  Pal- 
estine. The  Arabs  detested  the 
Jews  from  the  on.set.  for  the 
Arabs  questioned  why  they  had 
to  resolve  the  Jewish  problem 
and  set  aside  land  for  the  Jew- 
ish people.  In  1947,  England 
split  Palestine  into  Arab  and 
Jewish  halves.  In  1948,  the 
Jews  proclaimed  Israel  was  a 
nation  state,  and  within  twenty- 
four  hours  fighting  ensued. 
The  Israeli.^,  as  they  now  called 
themselves,  won  the  first  war 
and  in  addition,  increased  their 
land  by  half.  Since  then,  four 
more  wars  have  been  fought; 
the  war  in  the  Sinai  Peninsula 
in  1956;  the  Six-Day  War  in 
1 967;  the  Yom  Kippur  War  in 
1973;  and  the  war  in  Lebanon 
in  1982.  With  the  end  of  the 
cold  war.  Yasser  Arafat  lost  a 
great  deal  of  power,  for  the 
P.L.O.  had  been  backed  by  the 
support  of  Ru.ssia.  The  Gulf 
War.  though,  ruined  Arafat  and 
the  P.L.O.  both  economically 
and  politically.  Arafat  had 
backed  Iraq,  with  the  result 
that  the  P.L.O.  is  now  almost 


bankrupt,  and  ties  between 
Saudi  Arabia  and  other  Arab 
nations  have  been  severed. 
Arafat's  power  is  fading,  and 
he  is  losing  the  popular  opin- 
ion he  once  dominated.  To 
remain  in  control  of  the  P.L.O., 
Arafat,  hoping  to  create  a Pal- 
estine state,  reopened  lines  of 
communication  with  the  Is- 
raelis. 

The  Prime  Minister 
of  Israel.  Yitzhak  Rabin,  is  a 
pragmatic  war  hero  from  the 
Six-Day  War.  Unlike  any  of 
the  previous  Prime  Ministers, 
he  is  ready  to  deal  with  the 
world  as  it  is,  not  as  it  should 
be.  He  has  had  a longstanding 
rivalry  with  his  Foreign  Min- 
ister. Shimon  Peres,  an  ideal- 
istic peacemaker  and  intellec- 
tual. Previous  dealings  with 
Palestinians  have  been  brought 
to  a halt  due  to  the  enmity 
between  Rabin  and  Peres. 
However,  they  recently  put 
their  feelings  aside  and  housed 
on  forging  a successful  peace 
treaty. 

For  the  first  time,  Is- 


rael and  the  P.L.O.  recognized 
each  other.  They  met  in  Nor- 
way earlier  this  spring,  where 
a P.L.O.  negotiator  drew  up 
the  Gaz^-Jerico  idea.  In  the 
treaty,  there  are  three  basic 
principles;  there  will  be  a two 
year  interim  period  of  Pales- 
tine self-rule  in  the  Gaza  Strip 
and  Jericho.  After  the  first 
four  months,  the  Israeli  mili- 
tary will  withdraw  from  large 
Arab  population  centers  and 
the  (Kcupied  territories.  Nine 
months  into  the  accord,  the 
Palestines  will  elect  a govern- 
ing council  that  will  control 
local  police,  utilities,  and  wel- 
fare agencies.  The  P.L.O.  must 
be  concious  not  to  push  Israel 
too  far.  while  at  the  same  time 
the  Palestinians  must  retain 
their  dignity.  Thus,  the  more 
difficult  issues  have  been  put 
on  hold,  to  be  discussed  after 
the  interim  period.  These  is- 
sues are;  the  control  of  Jcru.sa- 
lem,  the  status  of  1 20.000 Jew- 
ish settlers  in  cKcupied  territo- 
ries, and  a course  of  action  for 
Palestinian  refugees  who  wish 


to  return.  In  exchange  for  the 
accord,  the  P.L.O.  is  to  recog- 
nize the  statehixxl  of  Israel,  to 
renounce  the  use  of  violence 
against  Israel,  and  to  delete  the 
1964  covenant  calling  for  the 
destruction  of  Israel.  TTie  ac- 
tions of  angry  minorities  are 
creating  potentially  explosive 
situations — two  Islamic 
groups  have  already  lashed  out, 
killing  seven  people.  Although 
there  is  to  be  a strong  police 
force  installed  in  the  new  Pal- 
estinian state,  the  problem  of 
taming  Arab  terrorists  will  not 
be  easily  stdved.  Since  1948, 
each  new  peace  agreement  in 
Israel  has  been  accompanied 
with  an  increase  in  terrorism. 

The  very  idea  of 
peace  is  not  easy  for  two  eth- 
nic groups  whose  idenity  has 
relied  on  the  negation  of  the 
other's  for  so  long.  The  suc- 
cess of  this  treaty  remai  ns  con- 
tingent on  the  acceptance  of 
Israel  by  other  nations.  The 
next  month  will  prove  critical 
to  the  outcome  of  the  treaty.

suits  of  honor. 

One  goal  of  the 
Honor  Council  is  to  hear  the 
fewest  number  of  cases  in  his- 
tory. Certainly  though,  we 
want  this  goal  to  be  achieved 
as  a result  of  less  lying,  cheat- 
ing, stealing,  and  deceiving, 
rather  than  as  a result  of  less 
reporting  of  such  activities. 
The  reali/iition  of  this  goal 
requires  the  help  of  the  entire 
school.  If  each  of  us  sees  the 
Honor  Code  not  merely  as  a 
system  of  rules  and  punish- 
ment at  M.B.  A.  but  rather  as  a 
way  of  life,  and  if  each  of  us 
pledges  not  to  lie.  cheat,  steal, 
or  deceive,  not  just  at  M.B.  A., 
but  for  the  rest  of  our  lives. 
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then  and  only  then  can  our 
goal  be  achieved.  Obeying 
the  Honor  Code  is  much  more 
meaningful  and  much  easier 
if  it  is  done  not  because  of  a 
temporal  desire  to  avoid  pun- 
ishment in  high  school  but 
because  of  a heartfelt  desire  to 
live  an  honorable  life. 

It  is  my  sincere  hope 
that  our  school  as  a whole  and 
each  student  individually  will 
aspire  to  a reputation  and  a 
lifestyle  of  honor.  We  should 
have  the  utmost  respect  for 
our  fellow  men,  and  we  should 
maintain  honesty  in  all  of  our 
doings.  Here  at  MBA.  honor, 
not  race  or  social  status  or 
anything  else,  should  be  our 


unifying  bond  and  our  most 
distinctive  feature. 

Albert  Einstein  said. 
‘Try  not  to  become  a man  of 
success  but  rather  a man  of 
value.”  MBA  definitely  pre- 
pares us  to  be  men  of  success. 
The  HonorCouncil  also  hopes, 
though,  that  each  student  will 
find  his  own  internal  code  of 
honor,  that  each  student  will 
make  honor  his  way  of  life, 
and  that  each  student  will  leave 
MBA  as  a man  of  value.  Be- 
ing a man  of  value  is  often  a 
difficult  goal  to  achieve  and  to 
sustain,  but  to  succeed  is  to 
benefit  yourself,  your  school, 
and  your  world.

Not  only 
does  the  Tennessee 
outdoorsman  have  the  luxury 
of  a hunting  mecca  for  deer, 
squirrel,  rabbit,  and  dove,  but 
he  also  has  many  prime  lakes 
and  streams  covering  all  of 
Middle  Tenne.s.see.  Now  is  the 
time  of  year  to  get  out  on  the 
water  and  coax  a hungry  small- 
mouth  or  largemouth  into  your 
net.  Becau.se  these  fish  are 
lazy  during  the  Winter  months, 
they  are  very  active  in  the  Fall, 
feeding  on  anything  they  can 
get  their  mouths  on  in  order  to 
fatten  up.  My  favorite  lures 


for  fishings  in  these  conditions 
are  crawdad  and  worm  imita- 
tions work  them  over  a rocky 
bottom,  stumps,  or  downed 
trees.  Remember,  these  fish 
are  very  active,  so  the  more 
your  lure  gets  wet,  the  more 
fish  you  will  catch!  One  of  the 
best  lakes  in  our  area  is  Old 
Hickory,  which  is  a prime 
largemouth  impoundment,  and 
is  best  fished  around  their  hard 
fighting  bronzebacks.  but 
largemouth  and  many  other 
species  are  frequently  finding 
angler’s  livewells.  For  the 
outdoorsman  who  doesn’t  like 
the  crowded  lakes,  finding  an 
out  of  the  way  stream  is  easy. 
Remember  to  size  down  your 
lures  while  fishing  stream.s. 
and  don’t  be  afraid  to  get  wet! 
This  time  of  year  is  without  a 
doubt  the  best  for  outdoor  ac- 
tivities, whether  it  be  in  the 
field,  on  the  water,  or  just  en- 
joying the  fellowship  of  friends 
by  the  campfire,  but  don’t  let  it 
pass  YOU  by!

Louise  LeQuire, 
founder  of  Montgomery  Bell 
Academy’s  Art  Department 
will  be  honored  in  the  Gibbs 
Room  at  MBA  on  October  24.
